Mud Sill Works Impressively in Preparation for the 
Kentucky Derby — Reports of Training Opera- 
tions at the Louisville Tracks. 



The time is near at hand when stake races of considerable value for two-year-olds will reach the point 
of decision and with their running marked changes may lie expected in the comparative earnings of horses 
of that age. AH present two young Abe Franks head the winning list and are quite speedy two-year-olds, 
it is not easy to class the two-year-olds that have raced so far this year and it is probable that no real 
star has apiiea red. Still Oakland and Ursula Emma have at least the distinction of having won all their 
races and Anion and Upright are held to lie two-year-olds of more than ordinary merit by good judges. At 
present tin- thirty leaders in money won are the following: 



— Two Kentucky lierhy 
candidates worked Impressively at Churchill Downs 
this morning. They were W. li. Fixer's Mud Sill 
and Colonel Hogan, from the barn of Henderson & 
llogan, which received his early spring training in 
California. Mud Sill lovered a mile and an eighth 
in 1:57} and was so rank that the hoy had difficulty 
in keeping him straight. But for ibis zigzagging 
over the course lie would have worked a sensational 
llial. He went the lirst quarter in 25s. three- 
eighihs in 17}. the half in 49J. five-eighths in 1 :03j. 
three-quarters in 1:16}, seven-eighths in 1:39}. and 
the mile In 1 :43*. He ap|iears to lie tit. 

Colonel Hogan pulled up almost to a walk in going 
three-quarters in 1:17}. The fractional* were 12, 
23*. 36*. • 49}, 1:02. This three-year-old has ira 
proved in appearance. None of the other Derby can- 
didates did more than canter. 

The Derby favorite. Round the World, was shipped 
this morning to Lexington and will start in the 
Phoenix Hotel Handicap on Saturday. Trainer W. 
G. Y alike only took the filly Aragonese from his 

stable with Round the World, hut lie also shipped 
iberp for trainer William Walker Col. W. E. Apple- 
gate's two-year-old Skillutc.

WON THE DERBY DESPITE MISHAP. 



Henry Chaplin, tin- owner of Hermit, winner of 
the Epsom Derby of 1S67. has written the following 
letter to Mr. Cooper, the author of an article on 
the subject which apiieared in The Westminster 
Gazette recently, and which had been controverted 
by a critic: 

“You are perfectly right that about a fortnight 
before the Derby Hermit met with an accident: 
Imt not a slight one, for he broke a blood vessel 
somewhat badly, was confined to jlie stalls for some 
days, and did nothing tint walk and trot about for 
some time till lie got to Epsom. In consequence, 
although he had been first favorite all the winter, 
his chance was regarded as hopeless by the public, 
and indeed by everyone, excepting. 1 believe, by my 
old trainer, Gloss . and bis owner. But Bloss told 
me tliat on the Monday after bis arrival he bad 
sent him a gallop over the whole course, and that 
he never went better in bis life; did not blow a 
bit at the end of it, and lie believed he would win 
after all. In the saddling paddock before the race 
lie walked about disregarded by everyone ami in that 
respect he may have been described quite truly as 
'unnoticed.' Personally. 1 was afraid that he would 
break a blood vessel going up the steep hill at start- 
ing, as I told all my friends, but barring that, I 
was as confident as P.loss after wliat he hail told 
me that he would win. I backed him again at the 
last moment at the long odds of 69 and 70 to 1, al- 
though I could induce hardly anyone to follow my 
exanqile. Henry Chaplin.” 

Hermit won from Markham and the favorite. 
Vnubnn, and the Marquis of Hastings lost n fortune 
by the result. Mis loss was put at $525,999. The 
day of the big plungers on the turf was then about 
passing and lias never lieen revived, either in 
America or England.

— The Two Thousand Guin- 
eas for three-year olds at one mile, was run at New- 
market today with fourteen starters and was won 
by J. IS. Joel's brown eolt. Suustar. by Sundridge — 
Doris. Lord Derby's chestnut eolt. S ted fast, by 
Chaucer — Be Sure, finished second and J. R. Joel’s 
hay eolt. I.yeaon. by Cyllenc -La Vierge. was third. 
Among the starters were H. P. Whitney's Iron 
Mask. James It. Keene's Runnymcde and Richard 
CrrJier’s Clonbern. 

A selling plate of 103 sovereigns for two-year-olds 
over the last half mile of the Rons Course, for 
which thirteen started, was won by II. P. Whitney’s 



hay or brown gelding liy Hamburg — Jinks, with tin* 
hav gelding Glengarry second and bav filly Aesu 
third. 

Snnstnr was a good two-year-old. His first start 
was in the New Stakes at Ascot in which he ran 
fourth to Sea fort h. Nerestan and Sandal. His next 
start was in the Exeter Stakes at the Newmarket 
First July meeting. This he won with Canvas-back 
si cond and St. Girons third. Borrow ran unplaced. 
Ills third appearance was in the I.avant Stakes at 
Goodwood, which St. Nat won with Suustar second 
and Night ltidcr third. Then he won the Interna- 
tional Two-Year Old Plate at Kempton Park, Ilia 
finishing second and Peggy Hyland third. His fifth 
essay was in the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster, 
for Which he was third to l'ietri and Wriukler. He 
wound lip his racing as a two-year-old by running 
a dead heat with Borrow for the Hopeful Stakes 
at the Newmarket First October meeting, but was 
lucky because Borrow failed to win outright through 
stumbling when near the finish. Mr. Joel was ex- 
ceedingly fortunate in furnishing the first and third 
horses in sneh a world-famous race.

PRISCILLIAN MAY BECOME A JUMPER. 

New York. April 26. — Priscillian. the six-year-old 
ehestnut gelding by Hastings — St. Priscilla, will 
have to show liigh-class form in his spring starts, 
otherwise lie will join the steeplechase brigade. 

Prior to S. C. Hildreth's departure for Pimlico. 
Mr. Belmont discussed with Mr. llildn^h the ad- 
visability of sending the Worse through the field. 
Mr. Hildreth said that Priscillian is in as good 
condition as it was possible to get a horse apd that 
his recent trials were first-class. It was decided to 
continue to race the handsome son of Hastings on 
the flat. 

Practical, the five-year-old brother to Priscillian, 
may get a course of schooling over the jumps be- 
fore long. This horse is li a lulled by trainer Louis 
Feustel at the course of the Westchester Racing 
Association at Belmont Park. 

If a decision is arrived at whereby Priscillian is 
to lie converted into a jumper, tie will probably be 
shipped abroad and entered in cross-conn try events 
in France. 

NEW YORK LEGISLATION RUMORS. 

New York. April 26. —A story was published yes- 
terday that Governor Dix would appoint a new Stale 
Racing Commission, which would recommend the re- 
peal of the so-called directors' liability law and ad- 
vocate a measure legalizing private wagers among 
individuals on race tracks. A steward of the Jockey 
Ululi when asked about the mailer said: 

“I have no authentic information on the subject. 
I believe it is time for the appointment of a new 
commission and I understand that there will he 
something doing in the way of racing legislation at 
Albany. But I cannot say in just what form it 
will apiiear. The state and county fairs are deeply 
interested- in the repeal of the liability law. as it 
will affect them as much as the racing associations. 
If it is true that the Slate Grange is in favor of 
remedial legislation I have no doubt that a lull will 
lie introduced and that it will become a law.” 

COLORADO RACING BILL IS DEAD. 

Denver. OoL, April 26. — The lack of one vote only 
prevented the passage of the racing hill of Senator 
Corn forth over the veto of Governor Shafroth yes- 
terday. when a final attempt was made to obtain 
favorable action. The vote showed twenty-three 
senators in favor of the passage of the Dill and 
twelve opposed to overriding the governor's veto. 
As this requires a two thirds vote t ho measure failed 
to carry l>y one vote and is therefore finally ilis 
posed of. 



CHARITY BENEFITS FROM CLOSING DAY'S 
RACING AT VIRGINIA COURSE. 

Two Purses and a Percentage of the Receipts Do- 
nated to Charitable Institutions — Meeting 
Most Successful in History of Track. 



Norfolk, Va., April 20. — The most successful 
meeting ever given by the Jamestown Jockey Club 
came to a close with the running of today’s pro- 
gram. The day was a perfect one for outdoor sport 
and a record-breaking crowd turned out. The man- 
agement set aside twenty per cent, of the receipts 
for charity. The card was made np of eight races, 
one of which was for gentlemen riders. This race 
was not rim under the auspices of the Jamestown 
Jockey Flub. A committee of the citizens of Nor- 
folk had the affair in charge and no betting was 
posted. The winner turned up in Fire Alarm, which 
made a runaway affair of It, winning easily from 
Jim. 

The feature race, a handicap at five and a half 
furlongs, brought out a smart field, among them 
that good racer. Sir John Johnson, making his lirst 
apiiea ranee in a couple of months. Sir John John- 
son had earned many friends liy his great perform- 
ances in the past and it was more a matter of seu- 
timent than fog any other reason that the public 
accepted a short price against his chances. Phil 
Goldstein had the mount, and hut for sharp inter- 
ference which he suffered when he at tempted to 
squeeze through along the rail in entering the home 
stretch, ho would have won. At the time of the 
mishap lie was moving up courageously and looked 
a certain winner. Forest Rose furnished the victor 
in Montcalm, which by the way, is a half-brother 
to Sir John Johnson, both being out of La Toscn 
II. If Frank Nolan Starts Sir John Johnson at 
Pimlico, this really good racer will show his heels 
to lietter horses than those which finished in front 
of hint this afternoon. 

The Rose stable also furnished another winner 
during the afternoon in The Golden Butterfly, which 
useful plater took the Charity Purse, which served 
as the opener. The added money in this race was 
donated tiy the owner of the winner to the fund 
which will be contributed to local charitable insti- 
tutions. 

Muskmelon and Arany were the winning favorites. 
The latter just did manage to last long enough to 
heat Bait a nose in his race, while Muskmelon 
found the task of heating the lot pitted against 
her in the seventh race an easy one. 

Several horses changed hands during the after- 
noon. Sam Louis purchased Lawton Wiggins nt pri- 
vate sale after his race for $450. J. (i. Wagnon 
purchased Semi quaver of John W. Dangle and James 
Boland bought Aliound of R. T. Wilson. 

A few of the stables racing here will ship direct 
to Toronto, but the majority will go to Pimlico. 
Tom Hatfield will go to Louisville. 

HILDRETH STRING AT PIMLICO. 



Baltimore, Mil.. April 26. — 8. C. Hildreth’s stable 
of high-class racers, including Fitz Herbert, Novelty. 
King James and other stars of the track, tire now 
quartered at Pimlico, ready to take part in the 
spring meeting of the Maryland Jockey Ulnb. sched- 
uled to open the coining Saturday. Fitz Herbert 
acted as frisky as a two-year-old when he was un- 
loaded from one of the specially prepared cars in 
which he made the trip from Sln-epshead Bay. The 
stable of R. T. Wilson, headed by Olamhala, came 
on the same train with the Hildreth shipment, as 
did other less important strings. In all there were 
five carloads of horses. 

Silas Veiteli has arrived from Belmont Park with 
his string of jumpers anil Albert Simons is here 
from Jamestown with twelve horses, including James 
Rowe's Lahore. 

At the request of Gen. Leonard Wood and Maj. 
Henry T. Allen, of the war department, the three- 
quarter mile race for the Army Mounted Service 
Uup. as offered by the Washington Jockey Uluh, has 
been abandoned by the committee of the Maryland 
United Hunts, and in place thereof an Army Offi- 
cers’ flat race at two miles will he given.

Eugene Moyne, owner of Chester Krutn uud other 
horses now quartered in the east, is a young New 
Yorker who drifted into the racing of horses as a 
profession. When a lad in liis ’teens he nursed an 
ambition to be a veterinary surgeon and for several 
years studied medicine with the object iu view of 
branching out as a full Hedged horse doctor. That lie 
did not succeed was not wholly bis fault, as an op- 
portiinty arose for him to start racing horses and lie 
threw aside his ambition and has made unite a sung 
sum following the thoroughbred. While young in 
years. Mr. Moyne has had an abundance of exper- 
ience. Some twelve years ago In* crossed the At- 
lantic with a shipment of horses as an understudy to 
a veterinary surgeon whose business it was to look 
after t lie health of the equities. After reaching Eng- 
land lie traveled around the different tracks of Eu- 
rope for two years and a half and saw a deal of 
racing as it was conducted in England. France and 
Germany. Mr. Moyne tlnui returned to New York 
and embarked in the sport as a bookmaker. He was 
successful from the start and a few years ago he 
started out to get together a stable of his own. 
Chester Kruni is t lit* best horse that has borne his 
colors to date. 

HOW GEORGE DURKER BECAME AN OWNER. 

It was by a stroke of circumstance that George 
Darker, owner of Rosevale and other horses that 
raced at Oakland the past winter, came to embark 
iu racing. lie was a cigar manufacturer of New 
York, back in the eighties, having learned the trade 
when a boy. and one day his business interests car- 
ried him to the country. There one of his custom- 
er* had a hard lurk tale to unfold which culminated 
in tlic proposal of a proposition whereby Mr. Durker 
would become owner of a thoroughbred for the total 
of .*92. Mr. Durker was not greatly impressed, lull 
to help the fellow out lie led away a liox-se named 
Red Robin and made a ’bush" meeting campaign 
with him. The plater won several races for him 
amt this infineticcd Mr. Duiker to buy more horses. 
In 1892 In- raced around Gloucester. N. J.. and had 
some experience racing running horses in the snow. 
Mr. Durker has also campaigned trotting horses on 
the ice at meetings in Canada.

THE THOROUGHBRED HORSE. 



Major Foxliall Daingcrficld Addresses Kentuckians 
Interestingly on the Subject. 

Maj. Foxball A. Daingcrficld, manager uf James 

R. Keene’s Castlcton Stud and member or the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, who is regarded as 
one of the world's authorities on the racing horse, 
addressed a meeting of the horse brooders of Ken- 
tucky at the State University not long ago on the 
subject “The Thoroughbred Horse; His Origin and 
liis Uses.’’ A portion of Major Daingerfield's ad- 
dress was as follows: 

“Mv highest ambition in life lias been to develop 
to its highest type and greatest utility every do- 
mestic animal. The game cock, fox hound, pointer, 
setter, shorthorn, saddle horse, trotter, etc., and 
: even men have at certain periods of my life inter- 
ested me, but my environments in recent years have 
enforced t lie crystallization of my thought and en- 
ergies u(ion the thoroughbred horse. 

“The breeds used in the establishment of tbe 
English thoroughbred were the Arab, the Barb and 
the Turk, and horses of these breeds were from 
time to time imported to England and crossed on 
the speediest and best of the native English mares, 
and their progeny by pure eastern sires of one or 
tlie other of the breeds named to the fifth genera- 
tion gave the right to registration as an English 
thoroughbred. Of the importations to England from 
time to time of these eastern horses, all did not 
prove of equal merit as progenitors of speed and 
endurance — or ‘stamina,’ as it is termed in horse- 
ology — ami the descendents in tail male from Bar- 
ley's Arabian, the Godolphin Arabian and the Byerly 
Turk came to be considered the elect lines — the 
English thoroughbred. 

“Later tlie pre-eminence of certain race horses 
and sires descended through these and kindred chan- 
nels brought three liorses into such prominence as 
to constitute their descendants the equine aristocracy 
of England. These liorses were Eclipse. Herod and 
Matchem. And in England and America and. in- 
deed. in almost all countries where the thorough 
bred is known, keeping these lines in due proportion 
in the pedigrees of their blood stock is regarded 
a measure of safety. 

“The term thoroughbred, when applied to horses, 
has become synonymous in ordinary usage with 'a 
horse entitled to registry, or registered, in the 
English General Stud Book.’ This by reason of the 
establishment in England from eastern infusions of 
tlie breed so denominated. 

“The American Stud Book, compiled by the late 

S. D. Brace — tlie first volume of which was puli 
lisbed in 1873, only eight years after the close of 
the war between tlie states, in which Virginia (till 
then the premier state, since colonial times, in the 
production of race liorses) was completely devas- 
tated by contending armies — contains tbe names of 
horses satisfactorily proven to Bruce to be thorough- 
bred. but not in all eases by evidence recognized by 
Weatherby as sufficient, yet which have proven 
their patrician ancestry and purity of blood by their 
deeds and produce. 

“From early colonial days racing was popular and 
English thoroughbreds of merit were imported from 
tlie mother country. Diomed, by Florlzel, out of 
Juno, by Spectator, foaled in 1777, won the first 
Epsom Derby in 17S0. and was imported to Virginia 
and died the property of Colonel Hoomes of that 
state. From him descended in tail male Sir Archy, 
Timoleon, Boston. Lexington — and all Kentuckians 
know the rest. 

“Glencoe, by Sultan, out of Trampoline, by Tramp, 
foaled in 1831, won tbe Two Thousand Guineas in 
1834 and was imported by James Jackson of Flor- 
ence, Ala., iu 1836. All the world owes him tribute, 
liis name should be written in capitals and spoken 
by horsemen with uncovered heads. 

“Leamington, imported by It. W. Cameron of 
Staten Island, N. Y.. and Australian (Miiliugton) 
brought over by A. Keene Richards of Georgetown, 
Ky„ in the year 1858. have left their impress upon 
our blood stoek. Of the many more recent importa- 
tions Mime have done good, many harm. We have 
hope, from some now active ami great cause, to 
regret the removal from our shores of a recent im- 
portation and more recent exportation which gave 
more promise as a progenitor from his first than did 
our remote ancestor of tbe same name for liis. 

“My studies and experience teach that in estab- 
lishing a type close inbreeding is essential. Bates 
and Booth in the establishment of their unrivaled 
short borse found it so. Tbe fainiies of horses 
that have survived have started from closely inbred 
foundations. How can we expect a male to be 
more impressive upon his first offspring than liis 
electively bred mates if lie lias no great concentra- 
tion of the specific blood element desired than tlie 
male has of some less desirable element which may 
control ? 

"Yet. while close iubreeding is the only road to 
(lie achievement of a perfect and established type 

-to tlie highest results possibly obtainable, it is tlie 
most dangerous in the hands of the uulnformi'd or 
inexperienced, for the reason that perfect soundness 
(individual and hereditary soundness) must be found 
in animals of kindred blood to be mated. A ten- 
dency to a specific weakness may be increased by 
mating kindred animals having a hereditary tendency 
to such weakness as certainly as specific strength 
may lie intensified and made a characteristic of the 
progeny of such close union which will he trans- 
mitted to tlieir descendants. This is true of tem- 
peramental as well ns physical characteristics. 

“My readiug and observation give me such faith 
in heredity that I firmly believe if men and women 
of purely Furitan stock and kindred blood should 
intermarry and tlieir children, in each succeeding 
generation, iiave an additional (purely Puritan) 
infusion, that the fifth generation would be burning 
witches, chasing Roger Williams into tbe wilder- 
ness and consigning to eternal bell ‘infants not a 
span long.’ 

“While tlie premier position in the equine world 
belongs to the thoroughbred, it is not solely that lie 
is the hero of ’the s(iort of kings.’ but that he is 
the highest development of a type that is essential 
in imparting desirable qualities to all of the utility 
breeds. The thoroughbred of highest type is neces- 
sarily the one that must to the greatest extent im- 
part his desirable qualities to utility breeds. To 
('liable the thoroughbred breeder to procure or pro- 
duce the best, conditions must exist which justify 
the expenditure of tlie vast sums necessary to pro- 
cure produce the acme of perfection of its kind or 
the nparest approximation possible thereto. 

“The hunter, the charger, the saddle horse, hack- 
ney. eob. French coach (demi-sang). the trotter, 
pacer and even the better class of horses for gen- 
eral agricultural purposes owe much of tlieir value, 
tlieir courage, beauty and endurance to thoroughbred 
infusions, and all would deteriorate without fre- 
quent new infusions from this pure source. 

“Millions, aye, hundreds of millions of money are 
lost and thousands of laborers left unemployed by 
ignorant and prejudiced legislation in this land 
against an industry fostered by governmental appro- 
priations aud official recognition in most civilized 
and sane countries. 

“I never knew a horse to bet. though some ‘gambol 
on the green.’ If a man has the betting instinct he 
can find an outlet in liis automobile, in tlie jumping 
frog of Calaveras, in two marbles rolled down a 
plank, or il speak only from hearsay as to this) 
in the relation of little hits of pasteboard with pic- 
tures on them in a stuffy room full of tobacco 
smoke, when lie would have no worse temptation 
and more fresh air in an afternoon’s outing at a 
race oonrse. 

“Hysteria is curable and the king will come to 
his own again in this land of the free, and then 
those who can will buy the best, and tbe general 
improvement of al! classes of horses will be revivi- 
fied. 

“A few remarks on tlie method of raising thor- 
oughbreds. which will l>e found almost equally appli- 
cable to the reining of all other kinds of horses, 
and I am done. Abundant food, kind and gentle 
handling, fresii air and ample range are essentials. 
Tlie oats you don’t feed your colt, which is to race 
at two years old. cost more than what you do feed 
him. 

“The mare should he well nourished during preg- 
nancy. and mare and foal should have abundant food 
and ample range with constant access to fresh water 
and a trough with salt accessible. Stables should lie 
roomy and so well ventilated as to keep the animals 
as nearly in the outdoor temperature as possible, 
in order that They do not chill when turned out 
for exercise, which they should have all day in 
winter and day and night in summer, except when 
exceedingly hot at midday. 

“The stables 1 have found best for colts from 
weanling to yearling form are built in a square 
with a court within, tbe outer walls close to the 
roof, inside boards only the height of the heads of 
tlie animals, and slnfted above and open to tlie 
apex of the roof, likewise slatted above the wains- 
coting which separates tbe boxes, which should lie 
fourteen by fourteen feet each, or larger if conve- 
nient. 

“Stallions should have eight or ten miles of ex- 
ereise on tlie road daily under saddle and large 
paddocks in which to graze after such exercise. 
Their boxes should be twenty feet square and well 
ventilated. Tbe fences of their paddocks should be 
doubled four and a half to five feet apart to avoid 

l heir coming in direct eoutact with each other or 

willi other animals. A fence seven feet high of 
three-inch plank and one stout scantling nailed flat 
to the tup of the fence posts is best. The horse is 

by nature a gregarious animal and should be al- 

lowed to see liis kind on every part of the farm. 
With these precautions, a soft-voiced, gentle, quiet- 
mannered groom, no stallion will ever become a sav- 
age. and many a savage in training will become as 
affectionate as a lady’s hackney,” 



GOVERNMENT BREEDING VENTURES. 



Within the past few months England and the 
United States have devised (dans for improving tlie 
horse breeding industry by means of the thorough- 
bred cross. The British Board of Agriculture has 
set aside $200,000 for this purpose anil the Depart- 
ment of Husbandry at Washington has recommended 
a grant of $250,000 cash and $100, 000 per year to 
send out and maintain 100 Bureau sires. 

To use an old expression, this makes it unanimous. 
Every important country in ttq? world has now- 
taken up the work and Canada with its flourishing 
National Bureau is leading the Anglo-Saxon race. 

Men have sometimes wondered why a country like 
England, the home of the thoroughbred, should be 
behind other (lowers in this Bureau work, and why 
the United States, with thousands of thoroughbreds, 
did not try to improve the general industry. 

The answer may be found in the intense love of 
tlie English for the thoroughbred horse. He was 
thought too good to mate with a farm mare. He 
was hedged in and safeguarded at private breeding 
farms. The small breeder and fauuor could only 
look at him over a high paddock fence or see him 
carrying silken colors on a race course. No eacrwl 
bull in India was ever worshiped so much as tbe 
thoroughbred in England. His blood must not get 
into common veins, even if England's cavalrymen 
walked. 

And as every breeder and horseman in Canada 
knows tbe same attitude prevailed in this country 
prior to tlie establishing of the National Bureau. 

It was France that first turned the idol loose. 
The English method had brought the thoroughbred 
up to the highest state of perfection. Of that 
there is not a doubt. France took the finished pro- 
duct, no matter what the price, and bred him to 
farm mares. 

Germany, always with an eye on France, noted the 
rapid improvement in that country’s horses and fol- 
lowed her example. The German Master of the 
Horse jarrpd England by saying that Ard I’atriek 
was none too good to breed to a farmer's drudge, 
but lie was right, nevertheless, and Germany has 
proved it. France paid $187,500 for living Fox. 

Russia . after trying different methods, trailed in 
behind France and Gerinauy. giving $100,900 for 
one horse, Galtee More. Austria-Hungary followed, 
and then Italy, Spain, Japan. Turkey. The Argen- 
tines, Brazil. Australia. Every one of these coun- 
tries have been successful. 



Thirty years ago the Russian government started 
to improve tlie size and breed of their cavalry 
horses, having come to the conclusion that the 
animals used were good, but too small, having a lot 
of Cossack ponv blood in them. 

First they tried breeding their small mares to 
tiie Fereheron. but the produce could not stand the 
work of arduous cavalry maneuvers and their feet 
aud legs gave out. Then the government sent an 
expert to England, who. after some delay, decided 
to try Suffolk and Clydesdale sires. These were 
sent back to Russia and produced a erop of sturdy 
looking liorses. standing about fifteen hands three 
inches. But these were not good cavalry liorses. 
They lacked energy and they also lacked “pace.” 
j Again the Russians tried to solve the problem. 

! and this time thev hit upon tlie correct plan, buying 
English thoroughbred sires. From that time until 
the present there lias never been any doubt as to 
the efficiency of the Russian cavalry horse. 

No great was the- success of the plan that before 
many years no price was too high for Russia to pay 
for n good thoroughbred sire, and when the Derby 
winner, Galtee More, was offered for sale, they paid 
$10o.0uo for him. 

Now at tlie time English thoroughbreds were 
introduced into Russia, the breeding industry in 
that country was in much the same condition as it 
now is in ilie Canadian west. The cow pony, like 
the Cossack ponv. has l>een crossed with Perelierons, 
Snffolks and Clydes, with practically the same result 
us in Russia twenty-five years ago. — Canadian Bleed- 
ing Bureau Bulletin. 

THE SQUARE DEAL IN RACING. 

Tlie laws of betting, as revised by tlie British tri- 
bunal of turf speculation, the Newmarket subscrip- 
tion Rooms Committee, are well worth study by 
that section of the community which, while gambling 
iu stocks, in insurance, in land, aud in tlie commo- 
dities of the land, yet has time to give approval and 
support to anv movement to jsfl that other section 
which prefers other speculative objects. The first 
rule provides tiiat there must be a liossibility of 
winning when a bet is made, or it is void. This 
is another wording >>f the old rule that “you cannot 
lose where you could not win.” Herein the code 
of sport differs from that which prevails in most 
other fields of human activity. Do you know of any 
other in which it is an indispensable condition that 
you shall have an equal break? — Toronto Globe.

In the United States, Canada and Mexico, now carries an index showing each and every 
start of all horses in training, with firsts, seconds, thirds and track conditions designated. 
By means of this innovation it will be possible for the user of the Monthly Form Book to 
instantly determine a horse's ability to run on any sort of track concerning which informa- 
tion is desired, as shown in the following examples:
